A Cri de Coeur. 


N address delivered a few weeks ago by the minister of the Cardiff 
congregation should be noted and underlined. It was a Cri de 

Coeur from the ineumbent of a provincial synagogue which 

| ought not to be ignored by any section or class in the Com- 
monity. That the real meaning of 
is for the most part misapprehended and not. infrequently mis- 
interpreted is, perhaps, the main reason why the plea. has to be 
made at all.. For, what the Rev. H. Jerevitch had to say was not new. 
it was an.old story with trimmings and yariations supplied ad lit.; a story 
told: many times in varying forms. Its lessons have been insisted npon 
from. pulpit, from. platform, and from the columns of ‘the Press. It has 


been pointed ont with persistent iteration that the state of affairs mani- 


fested is not only in itself scandalous but bears, too, a constant danger to 
Jews and Judaism. Yet the matter is not son auch unheeded, as it is allowed 
to go on unchecked, with no measure taken to-set a limit to it or to provide 
anything in the nature of aremedy. The complaint to which the Cardifi 
Minister gave tongue does not lessen. Year by year it grows steadily worse, 
6 Be : : then ne of the address was the position of the Jewish clergy. 
: a well-worn topic, yet the picture painted for us-in this particular 
utterance revealed some depths which 1 believe have remained hitherto 
unplumbed. For instance, this is a story narrated by the rev. gentleman

The President ofa certain

was conducting a class, and actuaHy overturned the table and pushed the official 
about the room.

Then we are told that there is “‘manya minister of a small. congregation ° 
whose stipend in normal times was, say, 35s. a week.’ And ov this, 
with somewhat mordant wit, Mt. Jerevitch declared, the man had ‘to 


support a family larger than the number of members in his congregation.” 


This is just-a sample of the state of aflairs which becomes visible whenever 
the light is turned upon the position of the Jewish minister. The example 
can be matched wherever, so to speak, the cheese is tasted; and always 
an obvious conclusion to the most casual. examination is inevitable: 


men who wiil consent to such conditions, who will suffer such a state of 


affairs—do they deserve more than they get in point of material emolu- 
ment, and do they not deserve all they - in respect to. ee treatment 
accorded them ? 


“T were of the nature of the discussion as to which came 
the egg, to argue as to whether the state of affairs in the jewish 
Ministry, te which the Cardiff address referred, ought to be laid to the fault 
of the men occupying positions in that body or to that of the Community at 
large. J expect the truth would be found somewhere between the two pro- 
positions, and that there is responsibility to be discovered for it with both the 


clergy and the Community. And, if 1 were asked, 1 should say that the 


chief, the main fault lies in the fact that neither the ministry nor the Com. 
munity has sufficiently recognised the evil of the matter, acting and counter- 
acting as it does upon both, and that neither has-been induced to take 
proper measures for ending a deplorable condition of affairs. The Cardiff 
Minister referred to the Conference of Ministers, which was ‘set up some 
years ago for the very purpose, inter alia, of remedying the evil conditions 
in dhe Jewish Ministry. A week or two ago, the fewish World. in referr- 


ing to Mr. Jerevitch’s paper, alluded also to the Mintafers’ Conference and 
observed :— 


It was so that by the power that comes of mutual. help awe combination. 
measures might be taken for improving the status of ministers: . . . that 
the Conference of Jewish Ministers was instituted. From the first alas! it seemed 
a hopeless task. . Instead of high-minded camaraderie among those constituting 
the Anglo-Jewish Ministry there was little but petty jealousy and spitefal antagon- 
ism. Instead of a broad view of conditions and prospects there was a cramped 


Ministry as a whole. There was, in abundance, the contemptuous aloofness and 
its counterpart, narrow “‘cliquism,” which Ministers had assimilated from the 
worst of Wardens, while the high idealism that should have been conceived 
with a proper regard for the Minister's profession and the religion to which it 
is dedicated could be detected only in microscopic traces. And this was notice- 
able inall sections. The goldsmith did did not—show desire 
to help the carpenter. 


For these and other reasons the ‘Conference, from the first a doubtful 
quality, in the end became a failure. What was designed as a means for co- 
operation and help became a hotbed of intrigue and mischief. 
The late Chief Rabbi saw in it a means whereby his relation to the 
minisiry and to individual - ministers would become regularised © and 
his own position set in proper perspective, saw in it, hence, a menace 
to what he utterly misunderstood as his power, and therefore, insidiously, 
but none the less, perhaps on that account the more, effectually determined to 
wreck the Conference. . . . . Unhappily, the present incumbent of the 


ae -office of Chief Rabbi has, to put it gently, not been capable of a more states-

| The Rev. J. F, Stern on the Need of a Hymnal.

Phe Rev. F. ‘Stern, preaching at the East London Synagogue on Sabbath 
last from the text, ‘I will Sing unto the Lord,” said: Israel has ever poured out 
its soul in song to God, Many achapter of the Bible, not to mention the entire 
Book of Psalms, amply testifies to the poetic spirit and love of song which has 
characterised our people. The famous song which we have rehearsed this morn- 
ing.im our scripture lesson is not the only poetical extract from our Bible which 
has been incorporated in our Prayer Book. Many a Psalm has been thus trans- 
ferred, although you may perhaps be surprised to learn that as many as half 
of the entire book are included the Prayer Book. The words of the Shira strike 
a note which meets with a response from the assembled congregation, a response 
which is altogether lacking in the reading of a long collection of Psalms that 
unduly prolongs and burdens our service without any corresponding deepenirg of 
its férvour and religious force. Although we have a Psalm éspecially entitled 
“A Song for the Sabbath Day,” which was included in the ancient Temple service 
rendered by the Levites, little opportunity is afforded by the Synagogue Service 
for a response to joyous songs to which it invites us, and which shculd be one of 
the chief elements of our public worsbip. 

This failure to make the best and most: natural use of the Psalms in our 
Liturgy isa serious blot.on our methods of..meeting our religious needs and 
giving voice to our religious feelings and aspirations. If werealised this and took 
_steps to make the-fullest use of thé material for real song which, as 1 have shown, 
“our Prayer Book contains an abundance, and the need could be mét with but 
a little re-arrangement and recasting of our order of service, against which nota 
word of ecclesiastical veto would or could be uttered—our service would gain ccn- 
siderably in beartiness, in brightness, and religious force, and the need would not 
be so great. as it is for the inclusion in our service of an element which is sorely 
lacking and which plays so great a part in the services of those who belcng to the 
‘dominant faith. 1 refer to the use of the bymn. Our Prayer-Book coniains only 
six hymns, of which only three are available for our. public .service. on 
Sabbath and festival. The hymns exist in: our.literature and there is no 
valid reason for their exclusion from our Prayer-Book and our. Service. 
The Church has a compendium of such hymns to the number of over 600, known 
as “Hymns Ancient and Modern,” ee every service:.of the year, and 
corresponding to every phase and aspect of religious life; many of which are as 
familiar to the Christian—both tune and words—as the words of thé S/icria are 
to every Jew. If you have ever aitended a Church service you must have been 
struck and moved by the heartiness and fervour with which the entire Congrega- 
tion joined when a familiar hymn was given out, and taken up by “ young men and 
wiadine. old men and coi idren.all; all praising together the name of the Lo: | 
‘Were it not that we havea number of,alternative settings for each of tlie e two 
‘hynins contained in our Sabbath service, the monotony of their co nstant repetition 
would be greater than it is. What we.need is a variety of seven or eigh tbymns 
which.can be sung to one and the same simple setting.

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INFANT WELFARE. 
: - WEST LONDON SYNAGOGUE ASSOCIATION CENTRE. 
The first annual meeting was held on Wednesday-at the residence of Lady | 
Sasscon, the President of the Committee, who presided, She said about 
eighteen months ago the Hon. Secretary of the Branch, Mrs, Vivian Simmons, 
suggested the opening of a Children's Welfare Centre in St. George s-in-the-East, 
a district in which the Association had been at work for some time, helping to 
establish clubs for boys and girls. A special meeting was called, and the idea 
was taken up. The Centre was called into existence as a branch of the 
Centre in Vallance Road, Whitechapel, with the following hon. officers: 
Lady Sassoon, as Fresident; Mrs. Arthur Stiebel, as Vice-President ; Mrs. 
Irwell, as Treasurer; and Mrs. Vivian Simmons, as Honorary Secretary. 
Funds were collected, amounting to 4266, and were supplemented by grants of 
£50 from the Local Government Board and the London County Council. Up 
iil] a few weeks ago, the Centre was meeting at the rooms of the Boys’ Club, in 
Cannon Street Road, but latterly the work had grown so enormously that it was 
found necessary to remove to larger and more suitable premises. They were for- 
tunate to find a house in excellent repair, with a beautiful garden, in Cable Street, 
‘and they moved to those premises a fortnight ago. It was consecrated’ by the Rev. 
Morris Josepb, who had been most active in éollecting funds for the purpose. The | 
acquisition of these premises had, of course, entailed extra financial responsi- 
bilities, but the public, she felt sure, would generously respond to the appeal for 
further funds, and for the £400 to £450 a year required for permanent upkeep. 
The particalars of the work were fully set forth in the printed report, but it was 
‘necessary to add that the Pre-Natal and Sewing Classes, hitherto held at Vallance 
- Road, would be held at the new premises, as os 
The Rev. Morris Josern said that furthering the welfare of the child 
was the fulfilment of aspecifically Jewish duty, for Jewish idealism insisted not only 
cn promoting the spiritual but the also physical well-being of the children.

Methods of Jewish Friendly Societies. 


From H. §. SCHILDKRAUT, Secretary, Camperdown House, Half Moon

Sirn.—At the Conference of the Council of the United Jewish Friendly 
Sccieties, held.on last, emphatic protests were made. by several delegates 
against the method adopted by the Rev. J. F. Stern to draw attention to the delay 
in settlement of benefit claims by certain Societies. It was the general opinion that 
the object he had in view would have. been more readily achieved: had he first 
approached the Societies concerned, or the Executive of. this Council, :

Sin,—The cryptic note of .Mr. Sydney E. de Haas on this subject calls fora 
reply fromme. He charges me with ignoring the dignity of my calling in availing 
myself of your columns to direct the attention of the Council to the unsatisfactory 
way in. which some cf their constituent societies deal with the benefit claims -of 


their members. The indignity of my procedure in writing on a public question 


im the Press instead of through the post is based upon the faces that the writer 
knows so well the address of the Council“ when he wants them to help fim.” I 
would assure Mr. de Haas and your readers that on every occasion when I have 
" “been out of work or suffering from slackness I have received most promptly the 
full benefit to which I have been entitled from the Friendly Societies of which I 
bave been an hon. member for many years. Mr. de Haas having aroused the 
curiosity of your readers as to the nature of my indebtedness to the Council, it is 


due to myself to’ explain that some two years ago; when the sanctity of the. 


Day of Atonement had been grossly desecrated by a public demonstration at a 
service held at the Pavilion Theatre, I, with my colleague, the Rev. M. Rosen- 
‘baum, was deputed by the Chief Rabbi and the Committee of Ministers to 
approach the Council of the United Jewish Friendly Societies to lay before them 
the details of a scheme I had draftec, by which the repetition ef such. scanda!s 
might be averted in future. And Mr. de Haas will agree that no member of the

At the risk of heing charged with some further action not in accord with the 


dignity of my calling, I claim to have helped the Council and the members of the 


_. Jewish Friendly Societies and many other East London coreligionists in inducing 
. the Council to make provision for the dignified and decorous services which were 
held at the Pavilion Theatre in two successive years under their auspices and of 
which they were, and had every reason tc be, very proud. In so far as the 
members of the Council helped me to carry through the project, they 
were helping their own members and protecting them. and the Com- 
munity from that exploitation on the part of irresponsible speculators 
and that outrage upon religious feelings which both they and I deplored. -It isa 


source of regret to me that stress of other work has prevented me {rom proceed- 


ing further with the larger-scheme I laid before the Council, the materialisation 
of which would have made the entire membership of the Friendly Societies an 
integral part of the Community anda valuable force in its religious life, The 
day may yet come when this propdsal may become wn fait acconypli, when of 
course sy indebtedness to the Council will be correspondingly increased.
